The Make of this Drop is as fimple as its Ex- 
planation is difficult. It is the Work of the meancft 
Workman in a Glafs-houfe. On the Top of an 
iron Rod they take up a fmall Quantity of the Mat- 
ter of Glafs in Fufion : They let it drop into a Pail 
of Water : The Drop makes that Part of the Water 
which it touches, to boil with a hiffing Noife, as a 
red-hot Iron would do, which it refembks in that
